Harrison Brown, geologist, au- 
thor, professor, will speak here on 
Friday, December 11, on “Popu- 
lation, Resources, and America’s 
Future.”

Brown is the author of “Must

Full Value Received?

Here are two questions for you to think about. 

First, why are you here in college? And, secondly, are 
you getting what you came for? 

Most students intend to prepare themselves for a career, 
to learn the arts, to lift their social status, or to take part in 
collegiate social life. Some come for a little of everything. 

Good or bad, the reasons are all valid. But how many stu- 
dents really know their goals? 

The 1957 MPC freshman class consisted of 473 people. 
The graduating 1959 class numbered 146. 

Why this large dropoff? The reason is clear. Students 
didn’t use correct methods to get what they wanted. They 
neither knew their goals nor how to attain them. 

Of course, there are students who do not plan to graduate 
and those who come merely for interest reasons. But we’re 
sure the number who desire to graduate and never do is large 
enough to cause concern. 

Before it’s too late, freshmen should set reasons for their 
education. They should feel the work warrants their time. 
Goals should be changed or dropped if they become worthless. 

Proper motives, though, are only the first step to success. 
They may turn harmfully frustrating if action made to reach 
them lacks planning. 

Take, for example, a student planning to teach English. 
He is carrying a full scholastic load, yet is able to spend only 
12 hours a week studying. It is not likely he will become an 
English teacher. 

Reasonable plans for action should be made and carried 
through. 

The student should know what he wants out of college. 
He should fulfill these aims with carefully planned action. 
Finally he must know his mental and physical limitations be- 
fore he even starts.

Penn Prof Says College Students Lack Conviction 


TEMPE, ARIZ.—(I.P.)—Com- 
menting on the book “Changing 
Values in College” by Philip E. 
Jacobs, professor of political 
science at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, Dean of Students W. P. 
Shofstall of Arizona State College 
states, “Some facts which have 


been established by Jacobs: 
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1. College and university stu- 
dents seem to lack conviction in re- 
gard to the capacity or need for 
people to govern themselves. While 
political cynicism may not be the 
predominant mood on the campus, 
political indifference surely is. 


2. There is little or no evidence 
that students who have taken 
courses in political science, history, 
or the social sciences in general are 
any different from those who ma- 
jor in other fields, in their attitude 
toward, or their active involvement 
in local, state, national or interna- 
tional affairs. 


3. When what is called “labora- 
tory practices” are introduced stu- 
dents’ interest in public affairs in- 
crease their judgment on political 
and social issues seems to mature 
and their sense of personal involve- 
ment in citizenship improves.

The Voters Shall Decide 


One of the most time consuming problems having to do 
with our community is now being remedied, that being the 
question of formation of a new peninsula wide junior college 
district. 

Arguments concerning the proposal have been discussed 
for the last eleven years as to whether the district will be a 
valuable asset to the community. Reaching agreement last 
month after years of controversy over the formation were the 
school board members of Carmel, Pacific Grove and Monterey. 
They arranged to make possible a unified junior college district 
on the peninsula. : 

Several steps must be taken in order to complete the for- 
mation. Election by Monterey City voters to form a separate 
JC district within the boundaries of Monterey Union High 
School. Following this election would be separate elections 
in the cities of Carmel and Pacific Grove to annex to the Monte- 
rey district. Should these elections prove favorable Monterey 
Peninsula College will be in a better position to serve the com- 
munity. 

Election of a district board of trustees will complete the 
steps necessary to allow legal effectiveness of the district by 
July 1, 1961. 

The important fact to note is that for the very first time 
the proposal will be put before the voters themselves. Monte- 
rey Peninsula College would naturally reimburse Monterey 
Union High School district for their investment in the college. 

The voters of the Peninsula together with every student 
should inform themselves as to the value and importance of 
the educational program of MPC. This alone will convince the 
community of the value of a new JC district.—H.C.

Electronics Club 
Visits KSBW 


In a recent visit to the KSBW 
(channel 8) TV studio and trans- 
mitter, members of the Electronics 
Club were shown how pictures are 
transmitted. 

The engineer Mr. Willard Har- 
gan guided the group through the 
studio in Salinas and the trans- 
mitter on top of Fremont’s Peak. 

Students were told that there are 
three basic steps to television 
transmission. The first is “shoot- 
ing” the program in the studio. The 
second is controlling, editing, and 
monitoring audio and video. The 
third is transferring this informa- 
tion into the atmosphere where it 
travels to thousands of coastal and 
central valley homes. 

After the studio tour, the group 
drove to Fremont’s Peak. The 
transmitting tower, which is 240 
feet high, contains the micro-wave 
and new FM transmitting an- 
tennas. 

Inside the transmitting station, 
Mr. Hargan explained the opera- 
tion of the transmitter. Innumer- 
able electronic devices prepare the 
impulses for radiation from the 
the tower. Among these were 
power supplies, modulators and 
amplifiers. All of this equipment is 
controlled by a master console run 


by Mr. Omar Wright, Control 
Engineer. 
Besides the transmitter, the 


Electronics Club members were 
able to see the huge auxiliary diesel 
that provides power for the station 
in event of power failure. 

A triode transmitting tube was 
given to the club by Mr. Hargan. 


have low living standards.” How- 
ever, he said, “The government is 
attempting to raise the living 
standards of the majority.”

“America is not good in the eyes 
of the rest of the world. She is 
given to lead and should attempt 
to gain the respect of a leader,” he 
said. 

Chand believes in more govern- 
mental control as there is in Great 
Britain. “But this control should 
be agreed upon by the majority be- 
cause it is unwise for a government 
to force itself upon an unwilling 
people,” he said. 

Within the control, “this society 
must be presented a program of 
which they approve,” said Chand.

All col- 
leges would have to obey certain 
requirements on transfer students 
and post-graduating class players, 
or players who still play after their 
class has graduated. Four — The 
raising of academic standards. The 
college would have to see that the 
student not only plays football, but 
gets an education. 

Bachelor’s Degree? 

Brennan states that some col- 

leges have the following classes for 


their athletes: Fresh Water Angl- 
ing, Social Dancing, and Advanced 
Checkers. The degree given to the 
athletic student would be a Bache- 
lor of Easy Living. 


All of these ideas are fine. It is 
too bad that thirteen major col- 
leges did not have these ideas 
three weeks ago when they were 
slapped with fines or probation or 
both.

I, however, have a suggestion 
that could be put into use by the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation (NCAA) right now. In- 
stead of cracking down on the col- 
lege for illegal recruiting, crack- 
down on the individual. A boy 
would then think twice before he 
took money or other gifts to enter 
a colleges He would not risk life 
ineligibility in all sports to gain 
help in his education.
